Belleifle writes to De Contades, that af- 
ter going through the ufual formalities towards 
the Vagifirates of Cologn, he muft take their hea- 
vy cannon: by force, and tell them that they were 
to be employed in their own defence againft the 
common evemy of the Empire; and thar as foon 
as the city bad nothing to fear, the cannon fhould 
be reftored; but that he muft be fure to feize 
whatever he thought neceffary, giving a receipt 
for it. Ina poftfeript ro this letter he fays, that 
the French King had the jufteft grounds to dif- 
truft fome of the Palatine Miniftets and General 
Officers, patticularly M. d’lffelbach; and there- 
fore defires M. de Contades to give fecret in- 
firyétions to the French commanding officer in 
Dofleldorp, thar, as the French were the ftongeft 
in the town, whatever might happen, or whatever 
otders might be given by-the Palatine Minifters, 
he fhould pay no regatd to any orders that were 
contrary tot yy fervice. 

Annexed to this 
French Prefiderit Ge-Cologt; referred ro inthe 
Duke's letver. The Prefident fays, that the Elec- 
tor’s Chancellor rold him be was aftonifhed to fee 
how litle the French were on their guard “ They 
have neither guards, (faid he) nor aeanced pofts, 
nor fentinels. No order is obferved in their 
camp; every .body lives in the greatelt fecuricy : 
ftrangers go up. and down in it as they pleafe ; 
they are asked no queftions, they are fuftered to 

where they will, evento your batteries. Spies 

ve nothingto fear in it. It is even faid, that 
Hanoverian .officers come thither in difguife, hear 
alj that. is faid, fee all that paffes, and obferve 
all your pofitions.

'9, thar it was the King’s in- 
tention he fhould take ir by force, obferving, 
neverihelefs, all the formalities prefcribed by the 
Jaws of the Empire, and authorifed by the law 
of arms: and fignifying to the Magiftrates that 
the cannon were to be employed againft the 
common enemy ofthe Germanic body, declared 
fuch by the diet at Ratisbon; that Cologn was 
an Imperial city, and confequently was itfelf at 
war with the King of Pruffia and his adherents, 

In a letter of the 20th of July, it appears that the 
cannon in gueftion were accordingly taken by 
force; and the formalities juft mentioned being 
obferved. Belleifle remarks, that all complaints 
on this occafion to the diet at Ratisbon, would 
have no effe&.

pointed ro manage the whole, Ar the requeft of 
the committee, a return of the muskets in the - 
merchants and dealers hands being made, it was. 
found, that on an emergency, upwards of good" 
men could be compleatly armed, exclifive of the 
arms in private pefons hands. Several gentlemea ” 
propetes to form themfelves into {quadrons of 
ight horfe, to the number of 500. -Pilot-boats ’ 
were fent out, and properly ftationed, to givé 
the earlieft intelligence, ih cafe of the enémy’s: 
fteering this courfe; ‘and, regular meafures 
taken to deftroy, on their approach, ° all tthe 
buoys, and blow up the land-marks leading into 
the harbour. 

“To morrow. being Saturday Nov. 1o, the anni- 
verfary of the birth of his Majetty, the five new 
batreries erected here, will be opened, and a royal 
faluce given on the occafien. - They-are deemed 
the compleatelt of the kind in England; and were 
erected at the private expence of the gentlemed, 
merchants and tradefmen, who voluntarily opened
